Mexico City, Ju ly 24.— It was unani­ 
mously decided at a cabinet meeting 
to ask the permanent commission of 
the chamber of deputies to enact a law’ 
suspending personal guarantees in the 
states of Chihuahua and Sonora, the 
northern part of the state of Durango 
and a part of Coahulla in the north,
